To reduce the cost of transmitting 
1000 words to 10 or B cents Ils promised

frmed that a telegraph system has 
been Invented by which an operator 
can telegraph 3000 words a minute. By 
means of it a business man in New 
York may dictate to his stenographer 
a letter of 1000 words, addressed to a 
correspondent in Chicago. The stenog- 
rapher writes the letter on a tape, 
punching out the characters with a 
machine having a keyboard resembling 
that of the typewriter. A messenger 
takes the tape to the telegraph office; 
it is there fed to a machine, and the 
letter of 1000 words is transmitted to 
and printed on a tape in Chicago in 
exactly one minute. The tape is then 
delivered to the New York man’s cor- 
respondent, and his stenographer copies 
it out. This invention is known as the 
automatic machine telegraph. It is al-

In the course of his sermon the 
preacher said: Paut saw: no real vi- 
sion. No man came to his bedside and 
pee for spiritual aid. The language

thé dark condition of Europe—of the 
condition of all the world, that the 
remembrance was with him in his 
sleep, painting its pictures of religious 
desolation even in his dreams. 

“Far from sending a ‘try’ for Paul 
and his associates, the people to whom 
they preached did not want them at 
all. They first town they. entered 
mobbed them; the last town murdered 
them. The Gentiles had civilization; 
they had great and wealthy cities. 
Greece was in her glory, and Rome 
ruled the world. They had their litera- 
ture—better literature, all things con- 
sidered—than Europe has ever produced 
since. They had their gods—as it was 
said, ‘It is easier to find a god in Ath- 
ens than to find a man.’ They lacked 
the greatest thing in the world, the 
only thing that makes modern civiliza- 
tion possible—hope of salvation in 
Christ. They didn’t want the gospel— 
but there is a great distinction between 
‘wanting’ and ‘needing.’ : 

“Today, civilization must look to 
America to spread the gospel of Christ. 
Nations, like men, grow hard and cal- 
loused as they grow old. Europe is sel- 
fish and mercilessly self-centered. Ar-. 
menia, running its rivers of Christian. 
blood to the véry borders of the great 
Christian principalities of the conti- 
nent, has appealed in vain for help. 
Cuba, beaten and oppressed by the old 
and heartless Spanish nation, finds a 
champion in the young United States. 

The man who helps his brother out 
of sympathy for man, is as worthy as 
he who does out of love for God. Has 
not Christ said that love for God and 
man are both one, and that even a 
trifle to the least of these, humble 
children of humanity, is a worthy deed 
in His name? ; 

“It is estimated now that there are 
1,500,000,000 people in the world. Of this 
vast number, approximately 500,000,000 
are nominally Christians. The rest of 
the world is crying out for salvation, 
and its attendant blessings of peace, 
civilization and education; ‘50,000 mis- 
sionaries, working for ten years, could 
Christianize the world, place in every 
family a Bible, and tell to every man, 
woman and child of that benighted one 
billion the story of the cross. 

“To send them, calis for an expen- 
ditunre of $75,000,000 per year for ten 
years. They could be sent for a tenth 
of what the nation wastes—for the 
estimated wealth-increase of America 
for so short a period as eleven days. 

Last year the nation gave even less 
toward missions than the wealth in- 
crease of a day. America will he 
judged by her kindness to the poor and 
ragged and starving. She should e,r- 
tend her helping hands in gratitude 
for what God has done for her.”

About two hours after they had en 
cast into prison a friend who had 
known them in their native land, an 
American, called to see them, and told 
them that President McKinley had just 
been shot in.

‘I do not 
know how to pro his name, I 
only know ‘the way it is spelled in 


the papers that he is no American,” was 
the reply. Too bad, too bad,’ said one 
of the prisoners as he bowed his head 
in sympathy with the great sorrowing 
heart of the American people. ‘Yes, too 
bad,’ said his fellow prisoner. ‘We had 
learned to love President McKinley be- 
‘fore we left China, and had hoped to 
see him in this, his own country. Then 
looking into the face of the American 
friend he asked: ‘But why does your 
government let such people as this 
man who has just killed your President 
into this country?“ That was a ques- 
tion the American could not answer. It 
— even too deep for Chinese philos- 
ophy. 
' “Why do we try so hard to keep out 
a class of young men who desire noth- 
ing but learning, who come here not to 
life a hand against our government nor 
any one in our land, our 
‘laws and honor our flag? At the very 
hour while those two young China- 
men Were confined in a dirty retention 
prison, there were hundreds of men of 
another sort, born under another flag, 
who had been befriended and aided by 
‘this nation, rejoicing in their secret 
haunts of anarchy because a great and 
good man had been stricken down, 
‘and a few of the more bold and brazen 
even expressed these sentiments on the 
streets. It was after nearly a year's 
delay that these two young students 
reached their destiny and were finally 
enrolled in an American univeisity.

The persecutions which the 
Roman Christians suffered were the 
legal consequences of violation of the 
laws of the empire. Later when the 
Christians gained influence and author- 
ity—say in the fourth century—they 


| persecuted in turn the adherents of the 


ancient Roman faith, the cross of Jesus 
took the place, and had all the power 
of authority of the Roman forces, it 
meant the dungeon to thousands of no- 
ble patrician souls. This evil feature 
and practice in the religious worid has 
continued in intellectual and social 
ways down to our times. 

“Boclesiastics still seek to protect 
their especial espousal of religious be- 
lief by such muniments as will ward off 
all attacks by hostile forces.

destroyer of disease. The ancients 
recognized this fact. when, turning 
from the original phallic worship, they 
adored the visible center of life, before 
they worshiped a personal God. Down 
in Arizona, the land of the sun, old 
Col. Poston, who died recently, started, 
about thirty years ago, to build a tem- 
ple to the sun on a hill near Florence. 
A sun bath is recognized as a powerful 


means of promoting health in all first-. 


class sanatoria. Here is what a phy- 
Nolan recently said on the subject in 
a medical magazine: 

Don't be afraid of the sun touching 
the surface of your body. The skin 
needs sunshine as well as the lungs. 
All modern sanitariums have a sola- 
rium or sun parlor, where patients are 
taken to bask for hours in the direct 
rays of the sun. This exposure of the 
entire body to the sunlight relieves the 
painful joints of rheumatiem and neu- 
ralgia, cures nervousness and skin dis- 
eases and increases the number of red 
blood corpuscles. You may not be in. 
but do you enjoy the fullest degree of 
health? If not use the next few months 
of sunshine. Remember that the sun is 
the greatest life-giver of the planet. 
You do not need any better illustration 
of what the sun will do for life than 
to. watch the growth of two potatoes, 
one planted in the sunlight and the 
other in the same soil in the cellar. 
Too many are living in the cellar. Get 
out Into the sunshine and t be 
afraid to let it touch you. T is the 
real elixir of life, and it is free.“ 

Elizabeth probably belongs to the 
ranks of those misguided people who 
pull down the blinds to save the car- 
pets in their parlors, and thereby 
jeopardize their health. She would be 
at home among the cave-dwellers, or 
down in a coal mine with t Hun- 
garians and mules. One feel@ inclined 
to quote to her those lines from an old 
song: 
“Come into the garden, my darling, 

Come into the garden, dear Rose, 
And sit in the sun til you’re brown as 

a bun, 

Or red as your grandpapa’s nose.” 

It 16 true that in this, as in all dry 
southern countries, women age more 
rapidly, so far as appearance goes, 
than tn the moist climate of the north 
temperate zone. They also develop at 
u younger age. It is a common thing 
to find mothers at the age of eleven or 
twelve in Egypt and Hindostan. These 
Same women are regarded as old at an 
age when in western countries they are 
beginning to live. To a great extent, 
however, these conditions may be mod- 
ified by attention to proper diet and 
modes of life. If a person persists in 
eating and drinking the same way in 
an arid, semi-tropic climate as he does 
in a cold, moist climate, he must nat- 
urally expect to suffer therefrom. The 
man who attempts to live on whale 
blubber in the South Sea Islands would 
be even more foolish than one who at- 


tempts to live on bananas in the Arc- 


tic Citcle. Englishmen in India go to 
pieces because they obstinately ad- 
here to the British diet of roast beef, 
washed down with Bass’s ale and hot 
Scotth, eating meat twice a day al)! 
the year round, and consequently 
breaking down, while the vegetarian 
natives maintain good health. A per- 
son may possibly live in New York, or 
Boston, or London on a diet largely 
composed of fat meat, and grease, and 
pastry, and hot biscuits, and so forth, 
and retain a passable complexion, but 
it is a certainty that such a diet will 
make anybody look orrid“ in this 
semi-tropical region. On the other 
hand, with a dietary in which fresh 
fruits and vegetables play a leading 
part, plenty of distilled water being 
used inwardly and outwardly, the 
bloom of youth may be preserved for 
a long period. 

As to the healthfulness of this cli- 
mate, it is not necessary to produce 
any arguments beyond the extremely 
old age attained by a majority of the 
native Indians of Southern California, 
among whom centenarians are com- 
mon—although it must be admitted 
that they do have some wrinkles. Of 
course, everyone must have noticed 
the pallid, sickly, unhealthy-looking.

EASONABLE REQUEST. 

The HumaneSociety has made appli- 
cation to the Council to be given super- | 
vision of the city pound. The request 
should be granted. It would be eml- 
nently fitting to place in the hande of 
this society, organized and maintained 
for the purpose of preventing erueity to 
animals, the care and supervision of 
animals arrested and sent to the city’s 
animal lockup. Under the present 
practice, these animals are not treated 
any too well, though there has been 
some improvement in this respect dur. 
Ing the past few years. 

The principal sufferers are dogs. For- 
merly these poor animals were locked 
up in a small enclosure without food for 
some days, and when the time came to 
take their lives, it was done by a man 
with a gun, who shot the helpless 
beasts to death, one by one—more than 
one shot often being required to end 
the life of a single animal, which, after 
being wounded, would shrink out of 
range behind some of its miserable 
companions, only to be hit again by 
the relentless bullets sooner or later. 
The mental suffering caused to the con- 
demned dogs by this barbarous method 
was said by those who had witnessed 
the slaughter, to be pitiable in the ex- 
treme, as each waited his turn, fully 
realizing, as shown by evidences of ab- 
ject terror, the certainty of his fate. 
Thanks to the efforts of humane per- 
sons who interested themselves in the 
matter, this unexpressibly cruel and 
shameful method of inflicting the death 
penalty upon living beings (guilty of 
no offense save the offense of mere ex- 
istence in a world which denied them 
the right to live,) was changed to the 
more humane method of death by as- 
phyxiation. Thus did Los Angeles 
make one distinct step from barbarism 
toward civilization. Another step in the

“Let me tell you the experience of 
R. . Techau, a prominent restaurant 
k r of San Francisco. Techau was 
boycotted because he hired non-union 
musicians. When weary of the strug- 
gle, he finally tried to make a settle-

chestra absolutely. This leader hac 
been a faithful worker, and Techau 


chestra was immediately thrown out of 
employment, and the players had to 


the union. One of the members with 
whom I talked was fined $135; $10 for 


the union. He was also ordered not to 
play in the Techau Tavern for one 
year.

The leader was also 
fined $100 and ordered not to work for 
a year. Since then he has not been 
able to get any work at all, and his 
family has had to be assisted by 
friends. 

“Such is the fate of the man who 
will not go into the union; he is pur- 
sued with implacable hatred until he 
either gets out of town or joins. As 2 
labor leader told me: ‘If he don’t obey 
let him look for another city to live 
in.’ 

ENTIRE CLASS CROWDED OUT 

“There have been cases In which 
unions have ruthlessly forced an en- 


ment. The Stgne Cutters’ Union, for 
instance, which both here and in other 
cides has always fought the ‘iron 
man’—that is, the use of machinery— 
demanded one day that the stoneyard 
employers discharge all their planer 
men and substitute members of the 
Stone Cutters’ Union in their 

These planer men were expert work- 
men, trained to the handling of ma- 


chinery, whereas the stone cuttérs 
knew little about machinery. The em- 
ployers protested that it was not 


stone cutters’ work to run the planers, 
but the stone cutters used eir in- 
vincible argument—they strack. The 
employers asked to have the question 
at issue submitted to arbitration, 
„We won't arbitrate,’ said Presi- 
dent Burns of the union; we've got 


“Use it they did. The employers 
finally proposed discharging their 
planer men one at a time, substituting 
stone cutters 8 so that the 
new men could learn without crip- 


unfortunate planer men would not be 
thrown htiplessiy out of employment 
at the same time. The union, however, 
refused to accede to this proposition. 
The planer men then applied for ad- 
mittance to the union; but the stone 
cutters refused to admit them, on 
the ground that they were not expert 
stone cutters. The employers finally 
had to surrender unconditionally, dis- 
charge a whole class of labor, and put 
inexperienced men on their machinery 
With the immediate result of numer- 
ous accidents and a lessened output. 
These were some of the fruits of mo- 


of industry, the result of a business 
such lengths’. The pin boys in the 
bowling alleys have a close organiza- 
tion; the grave diggets won a strike 
last year in the course of which 
burials were actually prevented by 
the filling of non-union graves with 
water and the blowing up of the 
crematory; there are also unions of 
actors, newspaper writers, gum boys.

Both 
of these councils, jealous of each 
other, are representative bodies, 
though quite different in their organ- 
ization. The Labor Council, ably lea 
by men like Furuseth, MacArthur, and 
others, is organized on the broad, con- 
servative lines of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, with which it ts af- 
filiated, and its powers are chiefly ad- 
visory. The Building Trades’ Counci! 
is a highly-centralized body absolutely

“McCarthy, however, a v 
ferent sort of bess from Sam K 
New York. Parks based hig reign upon 
intimidation, terrorism, and wholesale 
bribery. McCarthy, on the other hand, 
has reduced bossism to a cold *busi- 
ness proposition; he never ‘slugs:’ his 
persona] conduct is marred with no 
ugly scandals; he constantly expresses 
in public the highest ideals of the pur- 
poses of unionism. But he 1s none the 
less an absolute dictator of the entire 
building industry of San Francisco: 
he has used this monopolistic power to 
squeeze the last cent of wages out of 
the employerg; neither employer nor 
employé can turn a hand without his 
permission, expressed or implied. A 
natural-born politician, McCarthy has 
not scrupled to use doubtful election- 
eering and political methods to secure 
his ends. In the first place, he has a 
forceful personality which naturally 
beats down opposition. Representing 
one of the most powerful unions in 
the building trades, he comes into the 
council with a large delegation at his 
back. If any delegate appears who is 
likely to oppose the s, he is 
promptly turned out, and by a const!
